The war tore the great new fam- 
lly of States apart and the seal 
and energy which bad gone into 
the building of the clipper ships 
was redoubled and tripled and 
diverted to the cause of fratrt- 
cidal destruction. The first clip- 
per ship era had ended ag sud- 
denly as it had started, fifteen 
years before, but it had not ter- 
minated before the hopes and the 
ambitions of the New England 
shipbuilders bad been realized be- 
yond their dreams. At the start 
of the war the American fleet of 
merchantmen grossed a net ton- 
mage that equaled, and some say 
slightly exceeded, that of Britain. 

The cessation of interest in 
foreign trade loosed upon the 
ports of New England and the 
Atlantic Coast States a motley 
gathering of renegades that had 
been recruited by the clipper cap- 
tains from the least known and 
best-known dives of the world.

The war had awakened the 
slumbering spirit of the ventur- 
ous youth, and the burning fervor 
of patriotism needed some means 
of violent release and expression. 
The armies wouldn't accept the 
too young, yet, and unhappy boys 
from all over the land sought the 
nearest available substitute—the 
sea. The majority were from 
good families and their faflure to 
succumb to the evil environment

These are records that even 
steamer captains have not dared 
to contest further and it is doubt- 
ful whether they ever will, for 
the safety afd convenience of the 
Pa Canal has put an end for- 
ever to regular traffic through 
the treacherous waters of the 
Horna.

When we know, accurately and: definitely, 
the causes of epidemics, shall we be able to 
trace the responsibility for this form of 
meningitis. 

Again, we have meningitis which comes as 
& sequence to many of the serious infec 
tious diseases such as pneumonia, scariet 
fever and typhoid. . 

Undoubtedly ia such ailments, due to 
wrong treatment, especially suppressive 
drug medication, the resistance is so low- 
ered that meningitis becomes an easy de- 
velopment. 

Finally, we have the form of meningitis 
which is not treaceable to any of the causes

a: due to the excessive exposure to cold and 

wet, especially if one is unaccustomed to 
such exposure. 2 

All forms of this disease apparently affect 
the same area. At least autopsy reveals 
very few changes. 

The preliminary symptoms of this disease 
are more or less indefinite, varying accord- 
ing to the sevérity of the complaint and the 
entire immediate circumstances. 

As a rule, it starts with both a chill and 
a fever. Backache, especially a marked 
spinal rigidity, pain and sensitivity of the 
spinal muscles, should be considered sus- 

There may be tremor or spasm of the 
muscles of the neck and back, together wth 
considerable pain. In some cases, signs of 
paralysis speedily ensue. 

This paralysis may extend to the arms 
and legs but more frequently it is evidenced 
by a marked rigidity and inability of mo 
tion of the spinal muscles. 

So far as modern medicine can ascertain, 
there is no drug, serum or remedy applicable 
to this disease. The usual rules of drugless 
treatment may be applied. 


The patient should get no food until all 
severe symptoms have subsided.

Wherefore, wise 
folk who are planning rose gardens visit 
nurseries now when it is perfectly easy to 
see whether one prefers Sunburst or trish 
Fire-flame, or whether Mme. Eduard Heriot 
is more to his liking than Ulrich Brunner. 

lt is a pity to plant roses whose colors 
quarrel; it is heart-rending to disturb an 
established rose-tree. Wherefore the reason 
of careful, intelligent choice when one may 
see the plants in bloom. If one is planning 
to make the garden later, or to buy field- 
grown, dormant plants. then it's still more 
necessary to see and choose with reference 
to color harmony. Make notes of the vari- 
eties one prefers and then plant accord- 
ingly.

As a consequence of the rapid develop.

great demand for nursery stock, which Is 
not grown west of Texas to aby great ex- 
tent. This demand has made the farmer 
any easy prey for an unscrupulous pursery- 
man in many instances. Itinerant, seltf- 
styled pecan “specialists” and -unreliable 
nursery representatives have waxed fat from 
their Instances are known where 
almost any kind of “junk” bas been unload- 
ed for standard and proven varieties. 

is not to be inferred from this that 
ere are no reliable nurserymen handling 
the trees. However, the prospective plant- 
er of pecans would be observing prac- 
tice were he first to “check up” in every 
way possible on the stuff being offered him. 
r selection of varieties best suited to 
euvtlouter localities is most important. 

It is commonly recommended that a 3 
to 4foot tree be planted to the orchard. 
However, some factmers have found a 4 to 
5-foot tree to be superior. These trees are 
not expensive. The price should range from 
74 cents to $1.50 per ‘generally speak 
ing, if the Southtwést. best of budded 
stock and variety can be purchased from 
reliable nurserfes at these pripes.

Late planted trees often die after 
the leaves appear due to the fact that the 
root system is not sufficiently developed to 
support the top. Generally speaking, in- 
clufiing all Southtwestern sections, the 
planting season for pecans extends from 
November to March. 


SELECTION OF VARIETIES 


Btrange as it may seem, the Eastern vari- 
eties seem to be making the best records in 
the Southwest. Such varieties as Success, 
Delmas, Stuart, Frotcher, Van Deman and 
Schiey are included in their group. How- 
ever, there are several remarkable plant- 
ings of the Halbert varieties which are of 
Texas origin.

Such a spac will allow for 
seventeen trees to the acre, which is quite 
enough where intensive intercropping is go- 
ing to be practiced. However, some grow- 
ers are planting their trees thirty to thir- 
ty-five feet apart in rows that are sixty to 
seventy feet apart. This latter system is 
quite popular in that the returns per acre 
are nearly doubled from the time the trees 
come into bearing until they begin to be 
crowded. But, the disadvantage of such «& 
system is that the farmer is reluctant to 
chop out mature trees when crowding oc- 
curs, and the consequence fs that quality 
and production are materially impaired.

This, the management be- 
lieves, is another step in effective co-opera- 
tion, which principle now takes in growing, 
packing, marketing and labeling of walnuts. 
The buyer knows what he is getting from 
now on even to the individual nut. 


Hitherto the best the association has been 
able to do has been to put up the nats in 
small packages which have carried the 
trade-mark. The desirability of marking 
each nut was plain, but it was difficult to 
find a machine that would do the work «at- 
isfactorily and cheaply. Seven years ago 
the association offered $10,000 for a prac 
ticable principle for the branding machine. 
It received 9000 replies and in the course of 
a year 150 working models of machines 
were submitted. Only a very few were con- 
sidered feasible. Two Los Angeles invent- 
ors won the cash prize. 


The machine, mach improved from the 
original, will brand a pound of nuts, about 
forty, at a cost of one-twentieth of a cent. 
It has a capacity of 2016 walnuts a minute, 
or a carload a day. 


Carlyle Thorpe, general manager of the 
association, says that the brafding machine 
will put an end to much misrepresentation 
and deception in the markets, and believes 
that this direct identification of the product 
will increase sales very considerably.

The bulk of the 
Texas herds were of good quality, the ordi- 
nary holding prices being around 7 cents 
per pound for feeder steers, $40 to $45 for 
good range cows, and calves suitable for 
baby beef feeding held at 7 to 8 cents per 
pounti, he reports.

California feed- 
ers are being offered at 6 1-2 and 7 cents, 
and incidentally, says Mr. Spellmeyer, the 
California steers sold from the range this 
summer at 6 to 6 1-2 cents are far cheaper 
than any cattle which can be secured to re- 
place equal quality. 

The baby beef demand is increasing in 
both Los Angeles and San Francisco, ac 
cording to late reports. The 400 head re 
maining unsold from the 2000 placed on 
feed are in demand many times over and 
are being dribble? out at prices ranging 
from $11.50 to $12 per hundredweight. The 
average price of all the finished baby beef 
sold this last year has exceeded 11 cents, 
outselling the best heavy steers from $3.50 
to $5 per hundredweight. On the strength 
of this increasi emand for baby beef, the 
Baby Beef Extension Inc. has already con- 
tracted for 6000 calves from the finest herds 
in the Southwest. It has been estimated 
that 25,000 calves could be easily sold in 
California in 1927 if finished as baby beef, 
as the general trend seems to be toward 
earlier maturity and the feeding of younger 
cattle. With a good active demand, Mr. 
Spelimeyer predicts an excellent future for 
the trade in California, if feeders in gener- 
al finish the right kind of cattle.

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cFARLAND.—The advantage of diversi- 

fication in farm production is coming 
to be generally recognized throughout Cali- 
fornia, both education and experience hav- 
ing contributed to drive the lesson home. 
Conditions for diversification are not always 
equally favorable, of course, many factors 
influencing the grower in his selection of 
crops, with soil, climate, the water situation 
and the availability of markets all figuring 
in the final decision. The California farmer 
has become convinced, however, that, in 
principle at least, it doesn't pay to “put all 
his eges in one basket.” 

The ranch of Carl A. Melcher near this 
place is often pointed out as a model of 
diversification in farming under Kern 
county conditions. Mr. Meicher is growing 
a variety of crops which mature at different 
seasons and which are subject to widely 
varying market conditions. Each crop, too, 
is being produced with an eye to quality as 
well as quantity and on a basis of studied 
economy. Among the advantages this 
rancher enjoys are an abundance of water, 
electrically pumped, a friable soil that can
